“The most powerful woman's lobby in Canada” was 
the title once given to the National Council of Women, 
and not without good reason. When women band to- 
gether, they wield a tremendous force for good. Dedicat- 
ed to the cause of improving women’s rights in the home, 
at work, and in the courts of our country, the National 
Council has embellished its shining record with great 
achievements. ‘We may be a bit slow and stodgy at 
times,’’ President Dr. Fraudena Eaton, OBE, LL.D., once 
said, ‘but once we decide to do something—watch out!” 

A close-up of the National Council in action will be 
the privilege of hundreds of western Manitoba citizens. 
Meeting in annual convention at Wasagaming in the 
Riding Mountain National Park, the Canadian “parlia- 
ment’ of women has selected a site which is currently a 
riot of beauty. It will probably mark the first time that

Hon. Russ Brown, Minister in 
charge of the Saskatchewan 
Power Corporation, announced | 
the Saskatchewan Powe 
Corporation would build a natural 


gas lateral and distribution sys- 
tem to serve the town of Birch 
Hills. This brings to 19 the num- 
ber of urban centres which will 
receive natural gas service this 
year 

It is estimated that there will 
be approximately 150 service in- 
stallations with perhaps 100 cus- 


tomers actually converting to gas 
for the 1959-60 heating season. 
About four miles of two-inch | 
transmission line and 12,000 feet 
of four-inch and two-inch distri- 
bution mains are involved in this 
project 

Construction of the natural gas 
lateral and distribution system in 
Birch Hills will be done by Sas- 
katchewan Power Corporation 
crews, It is expected that con- 
struction will start in about two 
weeks, and will be completed be- 
fore mid-August.

Help for deaf and partially deaf fects to develop some speech. Tt is | 


under-school-age children in Re- 
gina has come from an unexpected 
source, Prompted by the loneliness 
of her own totally deaf five-year- 
old son and a_ hard-of-hearing 
daughter, a young Regina mother 
has set in motion an organization 
which will provide them with spe- 
cial classes next fall. 

Six weeks ago, Mrs. Verva Des- 
rosiers began contacting ear spe- 
cialists and speech therapists in 
the city to find other mothers with 
problems like her own, Four cases 
came to light. Newspaper adver- 
tising, afternoon radio broadcasts 
and an announcement at Sunday 
services in more than 30 city 
churches brought enquiries from 
four more young couples in Re- 
gina and others at Yorkton, Este- 
van, Glenavon and Rockglen. 

“We haven't thought up a name 
for the organization yet, but what 
really matters is that we have 
eight children registered for class- 
es, a teacher has been hired and 
tuition will begin early in Septem- 
ber,” says Mrs. Desrosiers 

Regina residents attending the 
first meeting were Mr. and Mrs. 
Desrosiers, Mr. and Mrs, T, Howe, 
Mr. and Mrs. J. Dureau, and Mr. 
and Mrs. D. Robson, Each couple 
has a deaf child not yet old 
enough to attend Saskatchewan 
School for the Deaf at Saskatoon. 


“These pre-school years are 
some of the best learning ye ; 
according to Mrs, Desrosiers, her- 
self a forme: school-teacher. 


“When they get to the school for 
the deaf many of these children 
will be past the age where they 
feel a real urge to speak.
